Mosaic llulos Faithfully Observed by th« 


Jew* or To-Duy. 


Tho Hebrew butcher, or shochat, t(x!:o3 


the chicken, duck or ROOSO and places It 
beneath his knees, pinioninprlts wings ia 
this was-; then ho bends tho Uoad back 
until the windpipe shows. Next, \vith 
ono quid; stroke, ho half severs tho nook, 
says a St. Louis Globe writer, llo daro 
not cut tho head off completely, for then 
tho moat would be trofo. Tho bird is 
hung up by tho loss, and all tho blood lot 
run out of it. Hero the sbochftt's duty 
ends. 
Tho purchaser carries tho fowl 


homo and opens it. It ho finds in it a 
pin, anail, n. pieco of wood, or anything 
which might in tirao havo caused tho 
death o£ tho fowl, it is trofo, unfit to oat, 
doclarod to havo boon sick. 
Similarly,

kings, tho fowl is trofo, and must bo 
thrown awny. When thoro is any doubt, 
it must bo carried to tho rabbi, who some- 
times may docido that it is koshor, but in 
any cn.su his decision is final. 


In killing a boot, calf, sheep, lamb, seat 


or kid a. littlo moro ceremony is obsorvod. 
"\Vhon tbo killing is at a distance two 
shoehatim 
go lojrothor. 
Just as ono 


draws liis knifo and prepares to kill, tho 
other seizes his arm nnd asks him is tho 
knifo riKht. It ho answors "Yes," tbo 
work proceeds. Tho animal Is laid on its 
sido. Tho shochnt, with a smaller knife 
sliarp as a razor, shaves tho hair from tho 
throat. Thou, withhisregularkniCo, hocuts 
tho throat, not with ono sharp swoop, as !s 
dono with tho fowl, but ho may saw back 
and forth Uvo or six times without stop- 
ping. K ho makes a pause between two of 
tho movements tho meat becomes trofo. 
Ho 
must 
sever 
evory 
blood-vessel— 


"pipes," tho ordinary Hebrew calls them. 
Thon tho animal's blood is let trickle out, 
and it is liung up. Tlio shochat remains, 
and another man, undor his direction, cuts 
it open and examines tho intestines, lungs 
and livor. If there is the slightest blemish 
in them tho shochat marks tho moat trofo 
by cutting throe or four crosses on it -with 
his knICe. 


If it is kosher, ho stamps that word on 


it, and tho dato on which it is killod be- 
side. Tho dato is addod because tho moat 
may bo eaten only two days aftor tho kill* 
in£, "that day, tho next day und tho day 
aftor," explains an intelligent Hobrow. 
Only'tho foroquartors are allowed to bo 
usod for food, as few men can draw the 
veins and sinows out properly. When the 
layman has bought his boot, mutton or 
other moat, ho carries it home, soaks it in 
water, and then lays it ou a board with 
holua through which any remaining blood 
may drop. Jsoxt salt is put on oach of tho 
f is sides, for, as mny be seen, there are six 
sides to any pieco of meat, and it is soaked 
for an hour, aftor which it is cleaned and 
cooked. 


Much has boon said about tho knifo 


which tho shochat uses. 
It is n straight, 


ordinary-looking instrument, oho foot six 
inches hi length and three inches in width, 
madn ot tbo best stool, and costing from 
fifteen dollars to twenty dollars. Not only 
is it tried before using, but also aftor. A 
shochat may kill a dozen or onu hundred 
chickens or othor fowl In quick and imme- 
diate sueeession. 
If, when this task is 


completed, ho finds a nick in the knife, 
only tho last fowl killod is trofo; all tho 
rest nro koshor. 
A cow and her calt, a 


owe and hoi' lamb, tt sho-goat and her kid 
mny not bo killed ou tho same day, nor 
may a calf bo killed before It Is eight days 
old.
